naturally hoped that their reaction would be the first oneo 
However, in many cases it seems to have been the second, for 
we are how more than $2,G00, short of expected dues Iron 
members* 

The $5,000, grant was given, as stated in our bulletin, 
exclusively for ene very valuable activity of our program, 
namely, our Interseminary work which seeks to help prepara 
the future religious leaders In many communities of th^ 
nation with knowledge of the competing forces in its indust¬ 
rial life* Only an informed ministry will be compex cop to 
serve in the solution of these difficult problems. 

The Foundation has other activities and must meet other 
situations than those of its Inter se m i n a r y work. It must^ 
secure the funds with which to pay for office rent, printing 
postage, office supplies, traveling expenses, staff S 3 j.arj.es 
and social security. All in all, it is operating on the 
very modest budget of $25,000* It would prefer to raise thi 
fund largely from membership dues rather than from larger 
gifts which, incidentally, are not always renewed from year 
to year. This method would help to preserve the truly 
democratic nature of the organization as it seeks to make 
its contribution to the building of a democratic tea? ecy 
based on justice, freedom, individual faith, social co- 
■' operation and human brotherhood. 

With these facts in mind, may we respectfully 3olieib 
the continued cooperaxion with a prompt remittance of your 
renewed membership from, everyone to whom this ]ecte:r go< s, 
many of whom are persons of such broad social vision, ho,nan 
interest and wide influence that we have continued to carry 
them on our membership roll and have sent them our non y 
bulletin, despite the fact that we have received no rnnwal 
of their membership for a considerable period of time?

Dear Kirby: 

You may or may not be aware that on my retirement from 
The United Christian Missionary Society I accepted a call 
to become executive secretary of the Joint Board of the 
Christian Church of Harris County (Houston) Texas. I began 
my work here August 1st. 

• The purpose of this letter Is to tell you that I attended 
a meeting of the Disciples ministers of the city at First 
Church last Wednesday morning and a communication was noted 
from the American Friends Service Committee that you are to 
be in the Houston area In October (I presume either prior to 
or following the Miami Convention) and asking If' the Dis¬ 
ciples would like to sponsor a meeting or two for you. The 
matter was discussed most favorably as far as you ypurself 
are concerned, but there was some reluctance to stage a 
meeting under the auspices of the AFSC. It seems that there 
Is some objection to the financing methods used by the AFSC, 
particularly as they relate to securing names and instituting 
follow-ups on them. Be that as it may, I was asked to write 
you to ascertain if you can appear here for the Disciples 
under Disciple auspices. That is to say, the ministers pro¬ 
pose to stage the meeting themselves, do the promotion, care 
for the financing, publicity,etc. They will assume whatever 
fee is customary for your services and get the crowd out.

We are both back in the home town on that occasion and I 
shall be most happy to do everything I can to make your 
meeting a success.
